RULES AND REGULATIONS 
As adopted from time to time governing the Conference, 

1. The hours for meeting and adjourning shall be from 8-30 
a. m. to 12-30 p. m. The first half-hour for devotional exercises. 

2. The Statistical Session shall convene at 3 p. m.the after- 
noon of the first day, when every pastor will report. Where no 
report is given , the Statistician shall insert last year's report en- 
closed within parenthesis. After the close of the third day's session 
no statistics shall be received, the secretary having previously an- 
nounced the names of the delinquents in open Conference. 

3. All Committees, not otherwise provided for, shall be nomi- 
nated by the Presiding Elders in open Conference. Any member, 
for cause, may be excused from serving on two committees at the 
same time. 

4. In making motions, the mover will observe the parliamentary 
usages governing the same, by first arising, then addressing the 
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chair, and wait until accorded the floor. When thus recognized, 
he shall not be interrupted by another member, except by the 
President or on such motions as parliamentary practice gives tht 
precedence. 

5. Neely's, Cushing's and Smith's Parliamentary Practices shall 
be the Manuals used in governing the Conference. 

6. No member shall present charges against another member 
in open conference, without having previously notified the ac- 
cused and his presiding elder in writing. All such charges may be 
referred to a Select Committee, the Bishop concurring. 

7. All resolutions, reports, etc. shall be submitted in writing, 
a copy of which shall be given to the Secretary. 

8. No member shall be permitted to transact any committee 
business during the session of the Conference unless by special 
request, or to move about unnecessarily or engage in loud or need- 
less conversation. 

9. The Conference Treasurer shall receive personally, all the 
monies and vouchers from the several pastors and give receipts 
for the same. Absolutely no credit shall be given to any item un- 
less cash or voucher accompanies the same. 

10. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
session for any length of time without permission from the Con- 
ference. Loitering around and an apparent indifference to the 
business of the conference is Un-Methodistical. 

Those arriving late shall pass there names in to the 
Secretary so as to be recorded present, as the roll of absentees will 
not be called after the second day's session. 

11. A program of the Anniversaries of the several Benevolent 
Societies shall be arranged by the pastor and presiding elder of 
the charge where the Conference is to be held. They shall also 
constitute the Committee on Public Worship. Those assigned to 
duty shall be notified at least three (3) weeks prior if practicable. 

12. The President and Secretary of each committee represent- 
ing the several Benevolent Societies shall have charge of the An- 
niversaries, so far as presiding and taking minutes are concerned, 
and report the same to the Secretary of the Conference. 

13. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached on the third day 
at 3 p. m. under the auspices of the Aggressive Evangelism Com- 
mission. 

14. Pastors in reporting their Benevolences will only announce 
the amounts raised for Foreign Missions, Home Missions and 
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Board of Church Extensions, Freedmen's Aid, Conference Clai- 
mants, total, Conversions or Accessions, subscribers to the South- 
western. 

15. Those receiving monies for Conference Beneficiaries from 
the Board of Stewards must give to the Secretary at the following 
Conference Session, a written receipt for the same, show irg that the 
said amount was duly and properly paid. Failure to do so will 
render the brother liable to having a charge preferred against him. 

16. The Preacher's Aid Society meets at 10 a. m. the second 
day of the Conference Session, the Bishop presiding. Only those 
paying their annual dues of $1.00 are entitled to its benefits. 

17. The Committee on Memoirs will arrange to secure all the 
important facts and events in the life of the deceased, especially, 
time and place of birth, and death, admittance into the Confer- 
ence, places served, relation at time of death. 

Memorial services are for deceased members of the conference, 
their wives and near relatives only. 

18. Members of the Examining Board must meet the day be- 
fore the Conference convenes, and be prepared to examine all who 
may appear before them. Their questions having first been sent 
to the Chairman of the Board, failing to do this will be sufficient 
cause for removal from the board. 

19. The Conference Postmaster and Sexton shall be duly paid 
for services rendered, and the Conference shall defray its own ex- 
penses.

21. The Journal as adopted shall be the official Journal of the 
Conference, yet in cases where omissions are made, upon the 
testimony of competent witnesses such omission may be recti- 
fied or corrected.

The above Home is domiciled in New Orleans and belongs to 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, Louisiana Conference - It ^leg- 
ally chartered and under the directions of a Board of Control in- 
cluding 16 pastors and laymen from the city of New Orleans amd 
8 from the Conference at large making 24, also a local Board which 
has immediate oversight over the inmates and the matron. 
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The property is valued at $18,000.00 and is insured for 3 years 
for $6,200. J 

It is a charitable institution and supported by our several city 
churches, private donations, and receives a donation of $60 per 
year from the City Budget Fund. It has no special income nor 
revenue, save the old Home which rents for $15 per month. Our 
Local Board does well in its management. There are two out- 
standing notes of 12 years duration, one of T. J. Johnson for $400. 
not including the interest, the other of J. W. Hilton for $400 on 
which nothing has been paid on principal or interest. 

We owe the Orphan's Home a balance of $150.00 on the $300 
borrowed to liquidate the Landry claim. 

The Home is exempted from taxation by the State. Besides 
the city property we have 39 lots in Camp Paropet, valued at 
$1,200.00 at least. 

There are 7males and 14females in the Home who receive three 
good meals daily and have good beds and kind attention. Five 
have died during the year and one dismissed. The Home is now 
greatly in need of repair and painting. Quite an amount of re- 
pairing was done last year and we appeal to the Conference to 
help us this year.

BIOGRAPHY- 
REV. HUBBARD DANIEL. 

The Rev. Hubbard Daniel presiding elder of the Shreveport 
District was born August 16, 1862 in De Soto Parish. His par- 
ents were among the pioneer Methodist of North Louisiana and 
their home was known as the Preacher's Home for all the Circuit 
riders of those days, in that section, so from childhood he has been 
under the influence and teachings of godly ones. Like other 
children of those days, he attended all of the church services and 
was converted at an early age, joined the church, served in every 
office in the Sunday School and Church, was licenced as an ex- 
horter, and then made a local preacher upon the recommendation 
of the late John Sparks. When made a local preacher, he felt the 
need of getting an education and so started out to learn by study- 
ing under first one teacher then another. 

So great was his desire to learn , that many a time after plowing hard 
all day or chopping wood, he would come home and study until 
midnight, go to bed and out to work by sunrise. Thus he con- 
tinued to learn and improve and soon showed signs of much use- 
fulness. He was already an active church worker and considered 
a good Revivalist and one of the leading young men in the com- 
munity. 

He was brought into the Conference by ex-presiding elder Lan- 
dry in '89 and has served the church well. His first appoint- 
ment wasLongstreet where he served faithfully and gained many 
converts, improved the church porperty in general, thence to St. 
Mark, Bato Rouge which was only a mission, he remained there 
five years, built the present Church, and added over 100 members 
and put^that church in class u A ?; in the Missionary appropriations. 

At Mt. Zion, New Orleans he wrought well and paid a Church 
Extension debt of 30 years standing, added souls to the Church, 
and would be gladly received by that worthy congregation again. 

He was made Presiding Elder by Bishop Foss and has done well^ 
The District has grown steadily under his administration and he 
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<ias tried to keep up a standard of efficiency and usefulness which 
would speak well for any man. 

He closes up his six years in good shape and hopes to live long 
to see some of the fruits of his labor. Daniel's Chapel in Shi eve- 
port, was named in honor of his work in that city. 

He was married October 12, 1882 in Mansfield, La., to Miss 
Ellen Goss, an accomplished christian lacly who has proceeded 
him to the kingdom; Ten children are the result of their union, 
seven of whom are on the other shore with their sainted mother' 
and three here to assist him and make his life happy, one Miss 
Helen, a beautiful and sweet girl, a member of the Normal Class 
of '06 at New Orleans University died April 1906. 

Rev. Daniels was a member of the Theological Class at the 
University and would have received a certificate from the same 
had he not been made presiding elder. He has wrought well. 

^ He has secured a neat home in New Orleans and other proper- 
ties and is now planning to do yoeman service for God. 



J. F. MARSHALL, D. D. 

Julian F. Marshall was born 60 years ago in Virginia and was 
brought to Louisiana when two years old. His mother was a 
pious and godly woman and gave him an early training 
in the things so essential to the permanent growth of any individ- 
ual. He was converted at an early age and soon felt the call to 
preach, and was admitted into the Louisiana Conference 1877 and 
has always been one of the foremost men in the Conference. 

He has served acceptably in various capacities, and upon various 
boards and committees and has served as a presiding elder longer 
than any other man now living in the Conference. He has repre- 
sented his Conference twice in the General Conference— '88 in 
New York and '96 at Cleveland, Ohio, and in both of these Con- 
ferences he served with great credit upon several important com- 
mittees.
